MATHEMATICS 


No doubt everyone realizes the importance of 
mathematics in the modern world of today. With- 
out mathematics, not even the simplest form of 
science could be studied effectively. A housewife 
may need just enough math to be able to add a 
erocery bill in checking for mistakes. On the other 
hand, a scientist or engineer may have to learn 
calculus in order to solve problems vital to his 
work, Although mathematics can be a very tough 
subject at times, it is a wise choice because many 
colleges require three or four years of math for 
entrance. 

At Classical students make the most of their pre- 
vious training. College preparatory students may 
elect algebra, geometry, solid geometry and trig- 
onometry. If a student does not need mathematics 
for college entrance, he may select general mathe- 


matics, a very useful course. A class in advanced 
math on the college level has been offered this year 
to students of exceptional ability.

CLASS HISTORY 


September, 1953 — June, 1954 


Dear Diary, 


My goodness! Our first year in high school, and what 
a year it was! We'll never forget Freshie Day and the 
crazy things those upperclassmen made us do. We were 
so scared!

September, 1954 — June, 1955 
Dear Diary,

and we were certainly excited! Our class officers, with 
Sue Myler the new member-at-large, formed committees 
for the prom right away. Practically everyone started 
saving for new gowns and corsages in the Bulldog 
Savings Bank, which, by the way, was the first of its kind 
in the country! (Naturally, another Classical first!) Oh 
my gracious! Were we ever good in sports! The football 
team — uh — played football, but our hockey team be- 
came the Western Massachusetts Champions. Carousel 
was pretty special this year too, with our very own 
Barbara Kelly in the leading roll of “Bermuda Bound.” 


The Blue and White and the Recorder both took high 
honors at the W.M.L.S.P. Convention in Amherst at the 
University of Massachusetts. Oh yes! Something really 
funny happened in April. The Recorder, our school 
paper, announced the news that Secretary of State, John 
Foster Dulles would honor Classical High School at the 
eraduation exercises, and that the teachers would don 
caps and gowns for the occasion. It was hard to believe 
that it was an April Fool’s joke! 

With the help of our advisers, Mrs, Erika Corbin, Miss 
Elizabeth Dean, and Mr. Warren Amerman, our Junior 
Prom, “Stairway to the Stars”, was a great success. It 
was held on April 29, and Sue Penney reigned as its 


queen with her court of Gail Peters and Carol Huettner. 
It was just a beautiful sight to behold. In May, it 
happened! Classical was attacked by “The Pirates of 
Penzance.”

They got all our class com- 
mittees started early so we could have plenty of time to 
write up our history, and decide what to leave and to 
whom in the Class Will. 


This really seemed to be the year for awards. Gail 
Peters got the D.A.R. award, and many people in our 
class were awarded scholarships. The football team 
really looked good this year too, and won several games. 
The soccer team tied for the Western Massachusetts title, 
while the hockey team fought hard as the defending 
champions. Steve Kinsman, and Leroy Best helped put 
the basketball team at the top of the Interschool league. 
Leo Best even got a huge trophy for being the top scorer 
in this area! 


In the fall the Choir staged a big carnival to raise 
money for choir robes. That was loads of fun and all 
who went had a great time. The music groups really 
sounded wonderful at the Christmas and Spring Con- 
certs —as usual! Carousel was even more terrific this 
year than ever before —if you can imagine it! It was 
called “Straw Hat Summer” and was a great success.
